SAY WHO SHOT FIM | ~ 


HIS BRIDE SOUGHT 


Harry Exnicios’ Sister Vainly 
Begs Him to Tell but He 
Says He Doesn’t Know. 


SHOTS HEARD BY WOMAN 


She Tells of Disturbance— 
Wounded Man Mysteriously 
Transferred to Another House. 


Harry Exnicios, known to the police 
as “Yellow,” died in the city hospita! 
at 8:0 a. m., Monday, from a bullet 
wound in his abdomen, His wife, who 
was Jeanette Neason of 406 South Sixth 
street before their marriage, May 5, is 
being sought by policemen. 

Myrtle Exnicios of 1516 North Fift- 
teenth street, Harry’s sister, was at his 
bedside Sunday night, and begged him 


to tell her who had shot him, He re- 
plied, she said afterward, that he had 
nothing to tell, and added, “Don’t you 
tell anything, either.”” He had already 
told policemen, repeatedly, that he did 
not know who shot him. 

The sister said she intended .to tell 
what she knew of the trouble between 
Exnicios and his bride. 

Anonymous Call to Police. 

The wife was last seen Sunday morn- 
ing at 1021 Franklin avenue, when she 
and another woman rented a third-floor 
rvom and placed Exnicios, who was 
then suffering from his wound, there. 
They told Mrs. Mary Bollman, the land- 
lady, that the man had been hurt by 
falling from a scaffold. 

At 1:3 p. Mm. an anonymous message 
to the police gave the information that 
a wounded man was alone in the Frank- 
lin avenue room. Policemen went there 
and sent Exniciog to the hospital. 

Inquiry showed that Exnicios and 
his wife had been living for a week 
at 36 South Broadway. Mrs. Sam 
Hanson, who conducts the ‘rooming 
house there, said that she heard two 
shots fired in their room, next to her 
own, at 1 a. m. Sunday, and that when 
she knocked on the door and threat- 


bened to call.a policeman, Mra,” Exni- 


clog, came to the door, with a revolver 
in her hafd, and denied that there had 
been any shooting. The wife said Ex- 
nicios was in the room and was intox-¥ 
icated., 

Tells of a Quarrel. 

Mrs. Exnicios then went out on the 
street, Mrs. Hanson said, saying she 
would get a policeman if one was 
needed. Mrs. Hangon saw another 
woman with her soon afterward, and 
at daybreak she found the room empty. 
The room was on the first floor, and 
opened on a side porch. 

Myrtle Exnicios said that Harry and 
his wife li -d with her and her sister, 
Lucille, at 1637 ‘Hogan street, for the 
first three weeks after their marriage. 
They left, she said, after a noisy quar- 
rel, in which the sister interfered. 

Exnicious was released from the peni- 
tentiary less t a year ago, after 
serving a term fraudulent voting. 
He had been arrested frequently, and 
had been charged with highway robbery 
and other offenses. 


MAN WHO LED DOUBLE

W. S. Ferguson Pleads Guilty 
of Taking $5600 From 
National Druggist. 


William 5. Ferguson of Maplewood, 
who was known asa bookkeper on

pearance in the Circuit Court at Clay- 


ton Monday through his attorney, A. B. 
Chandler. 

Ricker’s whereabouts has been a mys- 
tery to Federal officials who have been 
seeking him ever since the .failure of 
the Yates Center Bank. He did not ap- 
pear in court in person and his attor- 
ney did not explain where Ricker could 
be found. 

Ricker filed answer to a $2200 attach- 
ment suit which was filed in Circuit 
Judge Wurdeman’s court last Monday 
by A. H. Gillis, receiver for the Yates 
Center Bank. He alleges the judgment 
for $2200, which was for an alleged over- 
draft, returned in Woodson County, 
Kan., is void ‘because service had not 
been obtained on him personally or by 
publication. 

A copy of the original’ petition, he 
said, was left under the door of a va- 
cant house in Woodson County, in 
which Yates Center is, but he said this 
house never had been his. He asked 
that the judgment be set aside. 

Ricker filed a counter claim for $0,- 
006 against Receiver Gillis. He said he 
owed the Yates Center Bank $5700 and 
that on Dec. 13 (a few days before his 
disappearance) he gave Alexis C. But- 
ler, then the bank’s receiver, property 
valued at $50,000 as security for the 
debt. The preperty, he sald, consisted 
of wé acres in Kansas and Montana. 

It was agreed, Ricker contends, that 
Cutler was to convert the property into 
cash, phy the bank the $6700 and return 
the balance to him. He alleges Cutler 
violated the agreement, and that Gillis, 
the new receiver, is now converting 
these securities to his own use as re- 
ceiver of the bank, claiming absolute 
title to them.

TORREON, Mexico, June 22.—Aroused 
to the danger of a defeat rivaling that 
of Natera, Gen. Villa is hurrying to 
Calera, where his advance guard éuf- 
fered defeat Sunday. 

Elated at first reports of a Constitu- 
tionalist victory on Saturday, Villa had 
intended to remain in Torreon until to- 
day to shape his affairs with Carranza. 
but under cover of night the Federals 
brought up reinforcements, and at day- 
light-Sunday fell upon Gen. Toriblio Ar- 
tega’s rebel brigade and slowly drove 
it back. The remnant of Natera’s de- 
feated rebel army, which had joined 
Ortega, showed little heart for the 
fight. Half of Natera’s entire army had 
been killed, wounded or taken prisoners 
during the fighting of the past two 
weeks south of Zacatecas. 

The report of Federal aggressiveness 
caused Villa to take the field in person. 
He permitted partial reports of the re- 
verses to go out over the telegraph 
wire, saying he wished the world to note 
just how soon the tenor of the recent 
news reports would change. Villa is 
inordinately proud of his army of %,- 
000 soldiers, and he believes they can 
cope with any similar number of men 
in the world, 

Villa believes that the brigade of Gen. 
Tomas Urbina, coming up some hours 
behind Ortega’s command, will place 
sufficient Consttutionalist troops in op- 
position to the Federals to halt their 
retreat. The fight may he carried close 
to Fresnillo before Villa reaches the 
scene.

Family Honor Is Behind De- 
mand for Accounting, Den- 
ver Plaintiff Says.

DENVER, June 22.—John T. Milli-.en 
of St. Louis, who brought about the re 
lease of his brother-in-law, Albert T. 
Patrick, from Sing Sing prison after 
Petrick had been under sentence of 
Ceath, has been sued here for an ac- 
counting of the costs of the fight to free 
Patrick. 

Oil stock, now valued at >. ',000, which 
was contributed as part of the fund 
raised to save Patrick, forms the basis 
of the suit. 

Leonidas E. Hill of Denver, a brother- 
in-law of Patrick and Milliken, brings 
the suit. Hill alleges that he turned 
over to Milliken 20,000 shares of stock of 
S omeameaeatl 


the Milliken Ol Co., Tulsa, Ok., to he 
used in defrayine the cost of the battle 
in behalf of Patrick. He says Milliken 
has refused to make an accounting. 

“For the honor of the family,” is 
the reason assigned for Hill’s contri- 
bution to the Patrick fund. 

Both Hill and Milliken married sis- 
ters of Patrick. When Patrick, a New 
York lawyer, was convicted of the mur- 
der of William Marsh Rice. a Texas 
ntiillionaire, Milliken financed his cam- 
paign for a new trial, and finally per- 
suaded Gov. Dix of New York, on the 
last day of his term, to free the pris- 
oner. 

Milliken Says He Aided Hill in Mak- 
ing Large Sum of Money. 
Milliken gave out a typewritten state- 
ment to reporters Monday in which he 
sets forth that he had given employ- 
ment to Hill, befriended and aided him 
when he was in ill health and, when he 
had been cured, obtained employmenc 
for him, made him secretary and treas- 
urer of a mining company, bought him 
stock on which he made 100 per cent 
profit and gave him a lease on a mine, 
on which he made a large sum of 

money. 

At a time when the most critical 
period of the Patrick case was ap- 
proaching, the statement proceeds, and 
large sums of money were needed to 
present new evidence to the court, he 
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wrote two letters to Hill, asking his 
aid. Although, Milliken says, Hill was 
then flush with money, he would not 
put up a cent, but later sent him 4,000 
shares of stock in the Milliken Oil Co., 
which had not cost him a dollar and 
which at the time was worthless, as the 
company was insolvent to the extent of 
$50,000. 

Milliken says that after he had ad- 
vanced $107,000 for securing new leases 
and finally found a large pool of ofl the 
company became a success. After Pat- 
rick was released and had visited his 
two brothers-in-law in Denver he told 
Milliken, the latter says, that they had 
tried to’ get him to join them in a suit 
against Milliken for the oil stock. 

Milliken says his efforts to save Pat- 
rick from an ignominious death was 
just as beneficial to Hill’s wife and chil- 
dren as they were to Milliken’s. 

“Tt have done nothing in the Patrick 
case,”” he says, “‘except that which was 
my duty and in doing my duty I bene- 
fited Mr. Patrick and all of his connec- 
tions and I have no regrets.”

ROADS WIN TITLE 


10. $70,000,000 
WORTH OF OIL LAND 


Supreme Court Holds Void 
Clause Returning Land to U. 
S. if Found to Hold Mineral. 


WAS A CALIFORNIA CASE 
Right to Land Held by S. P. 
Was Claimed—Patents Can’t 
Be Attacked Collaterally. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 22.—Transcon 


tinental railways won their fight for 
title to some $700,000,000 worth of oil 
lands when the Supreme Court today 
held void the clause in the pnatents 
making the land revert to the Govern- 
ment if found to contain minerals. 

The Court held that the patents were 
irregular, but that they could not bb» 
attacked collaterally—by other claim- 


ants—and could only be set aside by a@ 
direct attack by the Government. 

Justice Vandevanter, for the court, in- 
cidentally emphasized the claim that 
the Government's time in which it could 
attack the patents had expired in 1900 
or 1901. 

This wags precisely the contention of 
the attorneys for the railroads. 

California Case Decision. 

The Government has a separate suit, 
distinguished from the case today, to 
cancel the patents to oil lands held by 
the trar.scontinental carriers. 

Today’s decision was in a case 
brought by Edmund Burke of Califor- 
nia, who claimed the right to lands 
now held by the Southern Pacific, on 
the ground that they should revert to 
the Government because oil had been 
found after the issue of the patent to 
the railroad. 

Inasmuch as all the transcontinental 
lines have similar lands they came inic 
the proceeding. The Court decided 
practically only one point in favor of 
the. Government’s contentions—that oul 
lands were mineral lands. 

The recovery, however, of lands ex- 
ceeding in value seven times all the. 
gold coin in the United States and more 
than all the personal property and real 
estate taxed in Louisiana, Rhode 
Island, Virginia, North Carolina or Ne- 
braska, was involved. 

Case of Northern Pacific. 

Justice Vandevanter pointed out that 
all the land patents granted to _ rail- 
roads since 1866 contained a clause de- 
claring the land should not pass from 
the Government if later it was found 
to contain minerals. 

“Let us see what this would mean in 
the case of the Northern Pacific,”’ said 
he. “The Northern Pacific got every 
alternate section of land in a #-mile- 
wide strip from Duluth to the Pacific 
Should these clauses be held valid, the 
question would arise ag to whether 
those who long ago purchased from the 
railroad and created farms, ranches and 
towns upon them had any rights.’’ 

The company contended that evidence 
could not be presented at this day to 
show that the lands were mineral and 
that the issuance of the patents was 
conclusive proof that they were not. 
It also argued that the exception was 
void. 


Land Office Practice. 

Justice Vandevanter held that a gen- 
eral statute made it the duty of the 
Secretary of the Interior to inquire 
whether the lands were of the class 
for which a patent could ,be issued. 

Referring to the practice of the land 
office, Justice Vandevanter said it had 
been the uniform practice to decide 
whether the land was within the limits 
of the application when the application 
was made and before the issuing of 
the patent. 

“In every case before this court,” 
said Judge Vandevanter, ‘“‘we have held 
that, where the law says that only 
mineral or homestead lands are to be 
granted by the land officials, the offi- 
cials must do their duty of ascertaining 
whether that land came within the law 
and that they could perform their duty 
by inserting exceptions that the land 
shotild not pass if found later not to be 
within the law.”

PERSONALTY AT $429,822 


An inventory of the estate of the late 
Lewis D. Dozier, filed in the Probate 
Court Monday, showed a valuation of 
$429,822.89 for his personal property, ex 
clusive of a number of valuable realty 
holdings. The actual value of the per- 
sonal property is probably much greater 
than the estimate, since the stocks, 
which are listed at par, are for “the 
mest part selling above par. 

The total valuation of the stocks, at 
rar, is $347,690.01, and of bonds, $43,110.40. 
There was $30,000 life insurance, $765 
chattels and $1497.48 cash. 

The stocks listed at par ($100 a share) 
include 233 shares of Merchants-Laclede 
whach has a market value of $292 a 
sare; 615 shares of Mercantile Trust, 
which sells at $35 a share; 200 shares 
of Mississippi Valley, with a market 
vaiue of $28 a share, and 500 shares of 
the National Biscuit Co., now selling 
at $130 a share. On the other hand. 
there are lister at par 283 shares of 
the St. Louis & Northern Arkansas 
(ncw Missouri & North Arkansas) rail- 
road, which is in the hands of re- 
celvers.,

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VONS OF POVERTY 
HELD 10 Be VALID 
BY SUPREME COURT 


Decision, Overruling Court of 
Appeals, Says Rules Are Not 
Against Public Policy. 


BAB ON June %—The Bu 


preme Court today reversed the decision 
of the Bighth United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals, which held that the 
vows of poverty in Catholic orders were 
void because against public policy. 

The point arose in the case of Augus- 
tine Wirth, a member of the Order of 
St. Benedict for § years, who died 
when a priest in charge of the parish of 
the German Catholic Church at Spring- 
field, Minn. He had taken a vow of 
poverty to turn over all his property to 
the order and all that he might there- 
after possess in return for his support 
and education. 

At death he was possessed of more 
than $6000, received from several copy- 
righted books written by him. Wirth’e 
nephews and nieces, as his - heirs, 
claimed the property. The Circuit Court 
of Appeals held that the agreement of 
poverty with the society was void as 
against public policy and held that the 
nephews and nieces were entitled to the 
property. 

Justice Hughes, announcing the de- 
cision today, held that the lower court 
erred in interpreting. the rules of the 
order as preventing members from leav- 
ing. He explained the Court failed to 
distinguish between an ethical with- 
drawal and a civil withdrawal from the 
order. The rules, he added, merely 
bound him for life in a religious sense 
to the order.

First Noonday Meeting Held. 

The first of the noonday meetings wa 
held in a storeroom at Eighth and Lo- 
cust streets Monday. The speaking 
started at 12:15 p. m. and was scheduleca 
to close at 1:15. Arrangements have 
been made to have the noonday meet- 
ings utili the close of the campaign. 
Speakers thoroughly familiar with the 
new charter will speak at the outdoor 
ard at che nounday meetings. 

The Citizens’ New Charter Campaign 
Committee has arranged for scores of 
meetings in hal'e, churches and schools 
in the remaining six days of the cam- 
paign. 

The new charter election will be held 
Tuesday, June 38. A majority vote only 
is all that is required for the adoption 
of the charter. 

The Democratic City Committee will 
meet at 4 p. m. Tuesday. It is probable 
the charter will be discussed by the 
members, and the committee likely will 
be put on record for or against the 
cl arter. 

One of the shrewd Democratic leaders 
said Monday he was confident the char- 
ter would be adopted. The political com. 
mitteemen would not have the courage, 
ke said, to work openly against the 
charter 9n the day of the election, and 
without the use of the organization it 
would be impossible -to get out the vote 
against the charter. 


Mayor Kiel Optimistic. 
The Citizen’s Charter Committee met 


at Lippe’s at noon Monday to Canvass 
the situation. Mayor Kiel, chairman of 
the Campaign Committee, still is confi- 
dent that the charter will be adopted by 
a big majority. 

The work of the Campaign Committee 
frum now on will be to make converts 
by answering the erroneous statemenis 
peing sent out by the opponents of the 
charter, and to get the voters to the 
polls, 

The campaign leaders have found that 
business and professional men who 
have not voted in other elections are 
taking much interest in the charter con- 
test, and are going to vote. 

The charter continues to meet the ap- 
proval of noted authorities on munici- 
pal government. Clyde L. King, in- 
structor in municipal government of the 
University of Pennsylvania, in a letter 
to the Campaign Committee, declared 
the new charter was as near a twen- 
tieth century document as could be 
drawn, considering the limitations of 
the Missouri Constitution. 

Advantages of Commission Plan. 
“IT am espetially interested in the pro- 
visions concerning franchises and pub- 
lic ownership,” he said. “I do not see 
how there can be anything like ade- 
quate control of public utilities save 
when the city reserves to itself the right 
to take over the ownership and opera. 
tion of plants at stated periods, if th» 
people desire to do so. 

“I think your plan of having a Board 
of Public Service is one that will give 
to St. Louis all of the advantages of 
commission government, with none of 
its disadvantages. 

“St. Louis is to be complimented on 
its excellent document, which means so 
much to the city if it be adopted.”

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CHARTER INDORSED

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INVESTIGATION 
NICARAGUA TREATY 
FAVORED IN SENATE 


Foreign Affairs Committee 
Passes Smith Resolution 
Authorizing Inquiry. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—President 
Wilson believes that when the Colum 
bian and Nicaraguan treaties are un- 
derstood, they will be amply supported 
in the Senate. He made this clear 1° 
callers, but refused to go into details. 

There is some opposition to the pro- 
posed payment of $25,000,000 to Colombia, 
and to features of the Nicaraguan 
treaty which some Senators contend 
would work unduly to sustain the pres: 
ent Government there. 

Investigation of “all and any transac- 
tions” leading up to the proposed treaty 
with Nicaragua by which the United 
States proposes to pay $3,000,000 for an 
interoceanic canal route and naval bases 
and to extend a protectorate over that 
country, is provided in the Smith resolu- 
tion ordered favorably reported today by 
the Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
} tee. 

The committee struck out allegations 
of the connection of Brown Brothers 
and Seligman & Co., New York bank- 
ers, with Nicaraguan bond issues, but 
made it broad enough to cover every- 
thing In the negotiation of the treaty. 

No plan of action was framed, but 
bankers and others interested in Nica- 
raguan affairs probably will be sum- 
moned if the resolution is accepted by 
the Senate. 

Secretary Bryan and Charles A. Douz- 
las, attorney for Nicaragua, were be- 
fore the committee again today to dis- 
cuss the treaty. Rafael Cuadra, Min- 
ister of Finance, and Minister Chamor- 
ro will appear tomorrow. 

Senators expressed opinions that it 
might be accepted with some amend- 
ments. 

The real test over the treaties is ex- 
pected to come on the floor of the Sen- 
ate, not in the committee. Democrats 
who are opposed to the tentative con- 
ventions in their present form prefer 
that the committee. pass them on to the 
Senate for final consideration. ‘ 

Members of the Foreign Relations 
Committee do not, at this time, intend 
to investigate the circumstances sur. 
rounding the secession of Panama from 
Colombia, unless the controversy over 
the treaty becomes so spirited that it is 
necessary to go into a thorough investi- 
gation to clear up the situation. 

Democrats of the committee argue 
that the proper course now is to agree 
upon a treaty that could be ratified, or 
to postpone definite action until Decem- 
ber. These Senators who contended that 
the pending treaty is too liberal in its 
cencessions to Colombia, in the use o*% 
the Panama Canal, will oppose it vig: 
orously. Senator Borah belongs to this 
group. 

Senator O’Gorman said today that the 
Colombian treaty will be reported out 
of the committee soon after Secretary 
Eryan has stated his views, and com- 
pieted his argument for it.

Spanish Version of Treaty Differs 
From English, Newspaper Declares. 
PHILADELPHIA, June 22.—The Nortn 

American today editorially declares 
there is a radical difference between 
the version of the Colombian treaty pre- 
sented to the Senate by Secretary Bryan 
and that officially put forth by the Gov- 
ernment of Colombia. Ags reported to 
the Senate, the articles read: 
‘The Government of the United States 
expresses in its own name and in the 
name of the people of the United States, 
sincere regret that anything  shouid 
have occurred to interrupt or mar the 
relations. of cordial friendship,” etc. 
Supporters of the administration say 
this is a mere formal expression of re- 
gret. 
A translation of the version as printed 
in Spanish in the “Diario Official’ in 
the Colombian Capital, shows this 
clause to read: “‘The Government ot 
the United States expresses sincere re- 
gret for anything which occurred.” This 
is interpreted as an abject apology 
and a definite assumption by the Unit- 
ed States of culpability in the Panama 
revolution. 
The North American says ‘‘Either Co- 
lombia is again engaged in dishonest 
trickery in the promulgation of a false 
version of the treaty or else the Wil- 
son adminisiration, by intentions or 
through stupidity, is deceiving the Unit- 
ed States Senate.”

U.S. WILL SUE. 
NEW HAVEN UNLESS 
LEGISLATURE ACTS 


President Will Push Trust Action 
if Sale of B. & M. Is 
Not Authorized. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—President 
Wilson and Attorney-General McRey- 


nolds are agreed that the dissolution 
suit against the New Haven Railroad 
must go forward unless the Massachu- 
setts Legislature empowers the holding 
company to sell its Boston & Maine 
stock, 

President Wilson told inquirers. today 
that unless the Legislature acted in 
line with the suggestions of the Attor- 
ney-General and Gov. Walsh, the only 
course left open to the Department of 
Justice would be to go ahead with the 
Sherman law suit, which has been held 
up. according to the agreement between 
Chairman Elliott of the New Haven 
and McReynolds. 

When negotiations for the peaceful 
dissolution of the New Haven merge: 
approached a point several weeks ag» 
where a settlement without a protracted 
contest in the courts seemed assured. 
Attorney-General McReynolds agreed tu 
hold back the Government's suit until 
July 15 awaiting the action of the Mas- 
sachusetts Legislature. The consent of 
that body is necessary~ before the hold- 
ing company may sell its Boston & 
Maine stock. The disposition of those 
holdings is one of the Government's 
foremost demands. Officials of the New 
Haven agreed to it, and Gov. Walsh 
recommended that the Legislature pass 
a bill necessary to that end. Last week 
the Legislature referred the bill to a Re- 
cess Committee, and a delay until after 
Christmas was threatened. 

Officials here expect to see the sult 
filed before the explration of the time- 
limit set by McReynolds unless the Lezg- 
islature takes the action recommended 
by the Government and the Federal 
Government.

HITS LOG, CAPSIZES 


\Pmasengers, Mostly Women ard 
Children, Are Drowned 
Near Syracuse, N. Y. 


8 PERSONS SWIM, ASHORE 
Boat Overturns 10 Minutes Aft- 
er Leaving Oswego Lock— 
Darkness Prevents Rescue. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., June 22.—A launch 
carrying 20 passengers capsized as a re- 
sult of striking a submerged log in the 
Oswego canal near here last night and 
12 persons, mostly women and children, 
were drowned. 

The dead: Mrs. George H. Adams, 3, 
Syracuse; three girls, children of Mrs. 
Adams, 14 and 5; Mrs. Harry Welsh, 23, 
Syracuse; Katherine Welsh, 1 year old; 
John Mogg, 38, Syracuse; Florence 
Dainer, 12, Syracuse; Earl Dainer, 10; 
Charies Shultz, 22, Syracuse: Miss Mabel 
Tibbets, 26, Syracuse; Edward Crane, 3, 
Liverpool. 

An investigation of the accident 
is being made. There were 20 pas- 
sengers on the boat and it was re- 
ported ‘today that the craft was 
licensed to carry not more than 10 
passengers. It was raining when the 
accident occurred and the canvas 
curtains had been pulled down and 
Luttoned securely, so that the boat 
proved a death trap for its pas- 
sengers. Only one of the children on 
the boat at the time of the accident 
was saved. 

The disaster occurred south of Mud 
Lock, near Onondago lake in an isolated 
section in the environs of Syracuse. 
Eight of the passengers reached thé 
canal bank in safety. They were on 
their way home after a day spent at 
lake resorts. 

It was 10:30 o’clock, just 10 minutes 
efter the launch had left the lock, when 
the craft capsized. Lewis Daliner, 
owner and navigator of the launch, said 
rescue work was made extremely dif- 
ficult by the intense darkness. 

*‘I had just started on my journey and 
was less than a quarter of a mile from 
the lock when the launch struck a 
stump,’ he said. ‘“‘Before I knew what 
had happened the boat tipped over. 

“I had life preservers aboard, but 
there was no chance to use them. There 
was no opportunity to rescue the women 
or children. It was everyone for him- 
self in the darkness. 

“I do not know how many went down, 
but I heard that four persons swam to 
the bank of the canal.’’ 

For seven years the launch had been 
plying between the two points on the 
canal. It is a 2%-foot craft.

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NEW CHARTER COMPARED AND EXPLAINED 


By FREDERICK D. GARDNER 


Of the Board of Freeholders. 


ARTIOLE XIII.—Department of Public Wel- 
fare. 

Bec. 14. Department of Public Welfare.—Ths 
Department of Public Welfare shall include di- 
visions of health, of hospitals, of parks and recrea- 
tion, and of correction. 

(a) The head of the division of health shall be 
known as the Health Oommissioner. Said division 
shall have general supervision over the public 
health and shall see that the laws and ordinances 
in relation thereto are observed and enforced, 
and for that purpose the Health Oommissioner is 
authorized and empowered, with the approval of 
the Director of ‘Public Welfare, to make such 
rules and regulations, not inconsistent with this 
Charter or any law or ordinance, as will tend to 
preserve or promote the health of the city; to 
enter into, or to authorize and require any em- 
ploye or police officer to enter into, and examine 
any building, lot or place within the city, and to 
ascertain the condition thereof so far as the pub- 
lic health may be affected by it; and to declare 
and abate nuisances as herein or by law or ordi- 
nance provided. Where, in the judgment of said 
Commissioner, the existence of a nuisance is plain 
and its continuance a danger to public health, he 
may declare such nuisance and danger, and enter 
such declaration in the records of his office. He 
shall then immediately abate such nuisance with- 
out notice. In all other cases before abating a 
nuisance on private property, he shall give a 
hearing, after notice thereof given either person- 
ally to the owner or his agent or by posting on 
or near the premises. 

(b) There shall be a Division of Hospitals which 
shall include and have under its special charge 
and supervision the operation and maintenance of 
all the hospitals, infirmaries, medical laboratories, 
dispensaries and other charitable institutions of 
the city. The head of said division shall be 
known as the Hospital Commissioner. 

(c) There shall be a Division of Parks and 
Recreation, which, except as may be otherwise 
herein or by law provided, shall have supervision 
and control of all public parks and places anid 
of all facilities provided by the city for recre- 
ation, amusement or instruction, and execute all 
ordinances of the city relating to the management 
or use thereof. It shall also exercise such super- 
vision and control as may be provided by ordi- 
nance over public recreation functions, amuse- 
ments and entertainments not conducted by the 
city. The head of said division shall be known 
as the Commissioner of Parks and Recreation. Ho 
shall appoint and control the City Forester. 

(e) The Board of Aldermen may by ordinanco 
include in the Department of Public Welfare and 
make provision: for research and publicity con- 
cerning the causes of poverty, delinquency, crime 
and disease, or concerning other problems relating 
to the public health, morals and welfare, and to 
promote the education of the city with regard 
thereto; for free legal aid; for a municipal lodging 
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OLD CHARTER. 
ARTIOLE XIII.—Heaith Department, 


Sec. 1. Health Commissioner.—There is hereby 
created a Health Department in the City of St, 
Louis, which shall be managed, directed and con- 
trolled by this Charter and by ordinances of the 
City of St. Louis, by a Board of Health as here- 
inafter provided, and by an officer who shall bs 
denominated by the Health Commissioner. He 
shall be appointed by the Mayor by and with the 
approval of the Council, and shall perform such 
duties as may be provided by this Charter and 
by ordinance. 

Sec. 2. Board of Health.—There is also 
hereby created a Board of Health which shall con- 
sist of the Mayor, (who shall be its presiding of- 
ficer), the presiding officer of the Council, a 
Commissioner of Police, to be designated by the 
Mayor, and two regular practicing physicians, 
who shall possess the same qualifications as the 
Mayor. The Health Commissioner shall be a mem- 
ber of said board in the absence of the Mayor, 
the presiding officer. The board shall meet twice 
in each week during the year. They may be con- 
vened in special session at any time by the Mayor, 
Health Commissioner, or by any two members of 
the board upon written notification served twelve 
hours before the date of said meeting. Three 
members of the board shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business, and it shall have 
power to adopt rules and regulations for its gov- 
ernment. 

Sec. 5. Superintendents of Hospitals.—There 
will be a superintendent of the city hospital, a 
superintendent of the female hospital, a superin- 
tendent of the insane asylum, and a superintendent 
of quarantine when necessary, who shall perform 
their duties under the general supervision of the 
Health Commissioner, and shall be appointed by 
the Mayor, with the approval of the Board of 
Health, but all other employes shall be appointed 
by the Health Commissioner, and approved by the 
Board of Health, except such as may be tempor- 
sarily in the employ of the Health Oommissioner.

The duties are much the same under the old and new charters except that under the new charter 


the work will be done more expeditiously. 


The Hospital Department under the old charter is also a complicated proposition and the city’s 


experience with it is historical. 


The new charter provision for a Hospital Commissioner without 


any attachment of a complex Hospital Board of seven men to control his department is now pro- 

vided. The Hospital Commissioner will be responsible for the hospitals, their operation and main- 

tenance, and cannot shirk responsibility for thelr condition by blaming some Hospital Board. 
Under the heading of Department of Public Welfare is included a Commissioner of Parks and 


Recreation. 


The duties of the Park Commissioner have been enlarged as necessitated by the 


growth of the city. The Park Commissioner is given supervision, subject to ordinance, over “pub- 


lic recreative functions, amusements and entertalnments not conducted by 


the city.” This, of 


course, is entirely new and places responsibility fo. an important work in the hands of a high- 


class officer. 


The public parks of St. Louis are coming into general use and their value to public 


health, amusement and happiness are provided for in the new charter, but unnoticed in the 


old. 


The provisions of clause “e,” providing for a Department of Public Welfare, of the new 
charter speak for themselves. These provisions are included because of their proven value and 


service to a great many other cities. These are humanitarian provisions. 


These are duties that 


the citizens of St. Louis must perform. They involve the progress, welfare and Hfe of civic cen- 
ters. In the present age these subjects affect each citizen of the municipality and they are not 


mentioned in the old charter. 


The establishment of a Compleint Board has been demanded by St. Louis for many years 


and there is, of course, no provision for one in the old charter. 


In Section 2 


2 of Article XIV of the 


new charter, a board is created with a secretary and with power to “receive complaints against any 
department, board, Givinton, officer or employe of the city or against any public utility corpora- 


tion and examine same.” 


This Complaint Board will afford every citizen an opportunity to pre- 


sent his criticisms and to have them investigated and properly reported for action by the city 
or State authority having charge of the subject matter. This provision 1s a valuable addition to 
we new charter and opens the way for the improvement of the public service.

| Bight-Cent Tax on 
All Newspapers 


papers in Great Britain were made 
possible by the abolition of te 
stamp duty 59 years ago. 

On this side of the Atlantic chean 
newspapers had come into existence 
many years before, but the heavy tax 
imposed on the English press made 
newspapers a luxury for the wealthy and 
well-to-do, so long as the stamp duty 
was in force. In the early part of the 
last century a tax of 8&8 cents was 
imposed on each copy of & newspaper 
published in England. 

Printing, publishing. selling or having 
possession of an “unstamped” news- 
paper were crimes involving severe pen- 
alties. In 1836 the stamp duty was re- 
duced to 2 cents per copy, but this 
tax made the cheapest papers sell for 
6 cents the copy. The abolition of the 
stamp duty was directly due to the 
Crimean War. The masses of the peo- 
ple were anxious to know about ths 
war, bat they could not afford te pay 
6 cents a copy for newspapers.

BARONESS VON SUTTNER, 
AUSTRIAN WRITER, DIES 


Winner of Nobel Peace Prize in 
1905 Succembs to Obesity 


Cure. 

VIENNA, June 23.—Baroness Bertha 
yon Suttner, Austrian writer, who had 
devoted most of her life to the cause 
of peace, and to whom was awarded 
the Nobel peace prize in-s1905, died yes- 
terday. 

Baroness von Suttner had been ill 
three weeks. She was undergoing a 
cure of obesity, which her constitution 
proved unable to bear. She gave in- 
structions that her body be cremated 
at Gotha, hout religious ceremony, 
speeches or wers, her ashes to be de- 
posited in a columbarium there. 

Born in 1848, the daughter of Field 
Marshal Count Franz von Kinsky, the 
Baroness became noted as the editor 
of Die Waffen Peace Nieder (Lay down 
your arms), the magazine of the In- 
ternational Peace Bureau in Berne. 
When a girl Baroness von Suttner was 
betrothed to Prince Adolph Wittgen- 
stein, but he was killed in battle. In 
1876 she was married to Baron Gunda- 
car von Suttner, who died in 1902. In 
1912 Baroness von Suttner lectured six 
months in the United States. 


PRESIDENT FAVORS 
SALE OF BATTLESHIPS 


He Has Been Assured Greece 
Would Not Use Them for 
Immediate War. 
WASHINGTON, June 22.—President 
Wilson told inquirers today that he 
Was supporting the provision in the na- 
val bill to sell the battleships Missis- 
sippi and Idaho to Greece. He has 
been assured by A. Vouros, Greek 
charge d'affaires, that battleships are 
not to be used in ‘any immediate war. 
The President told callers that if he 
had any idea that the vessels were to 
be used against Turkey or any other 
nation he would not support the project. 
The Greek charge and Commander 
Tsouklas of the Greek Navy had an 
engagement later today to discuss the 
question with the President. Rustem 
Bey, the new Turkish Ambassador, also | 
had an engagement with the President, 
but White House officials denied any 
suggestion that the Ambassador was to 
protest against the projected sale of the 
batleships to Greece in view of reports 
of a threatened war between the two 
countries. It was said the Turkish Am- 
bassador merely was to present his cre- 

dentials.

Some query has been made as to the 
statement that outside subscribers to 
the assessment get in return both new 
preferred stock and a bonus of common, 
whereas subscribing collateral bondhold- 
érs get only the preferred stock. It is 
unswered that they also would get the 
honus in common stock. That is tech- 
nically true. But in order to receive it 
they must first surrender &%& from hold- 
ings of their own.’

Cables 
were steady, but the cash market was 
quiet. Receipts were moderate. Oats 
were easier in sympathy. 

Easiness in America on Saturday and 
larger world’s shipments than expected 
stimulated profit taking at the opening 
in Liverpool, and values were 4d to %d 
lower, with December leading the de- 
cline. Following the orening there was 
a further decline of %d to %d with July 
liquidation, on private reports received 
of American harvesting larger than ex- 
pected and a belief of early shipments 
of winters. Cash was under pressure, 
Russian shipments larger than expected 
and very favorable private reports were 
received as to the Canadian outlook. 

Liverpool corn opened unchanged. Ar- 
gentine rain and firmer Plate offers 
served to offset weakness in wheat and 
larger world’s shipments. Cash was 
steady but dull.

“Continued rains in the Northwest 
are causing apprehension on account 
of rank sappy growth of straw and 
continuance of conditions favorable to 
rust development. ’ 

Chicagco wired: “The visible figures 
show that the June run of corn is over.

The local stocks 
show a decrease of 201,000 last week. 
It is very evident that the East wil! 
have to come to us for corn during the 
next two months. From the 6th of 
May until the 19th of June the official 
ficures show that Arrentine has pot 
afloat onlv about a million bushels of 
eorn destined for all porte tn North 
America.
